2.1 - The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

The scope of claim 1 covers the mode of operation of an optical apparatus such as a 
microscope (see D1) having, as an interface with the user, a display coupled to an image 
processing unit which allows for zooming.

For the same reasons mentioned above, mutatis mutandis, claims 20 and 21 are not new 
(Article 33(2) PCT).
